Don Polk is 
recovering in Bankstown 
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Hospital after surgery, 
while his son is in a critical 
condition after an opera- 
tion at Westmead 
Hospital.

Australia’s name Is brought to the fore when teams 
go away because of the high level of publicity expo- 
sure obtained. 

Australian Soccer at the same time obtains a 
tremendous benefit, in that the apparatus Is in place 
to ensure the standard of play can Increase. 

For all the deficits in Australian Soccer, there is no 
doubt that young locally born or trained players are 
of a deal higher quality than was the case quite some 
years ago. 

With Government cut-backs In funding It may be 
that States and Associations across Australia may 
be prepared to invest funds In the game’s future. 

Donations to the AIS will help to keep the squad at 
18 members. 

Any such action will show the Federal Department 
of Sport and Recreation that the Soccer code Is quite 
prepared to do what it can to keep the ball moving.

TOP TELECASTER LES MURRAY 
HAS HIS SAY ON LP EPISODE 


THE APIA-South Melbourne match, as you will be 
aware, marked the first time this season that the 
SBS match of the day could be taken from Lam- 
bert Park, thanks to the hiring of additional 


facilities funded by Apia-Leichhardt. 


The decision, made last 
week by the SBS manage- 
ment, to take the cameras 
to Lambert Park was 
greeted in sections of the 
Sydney media with what | 
believe was some inaccu- 
rate and imbalanced re- 
porting the like of which 
was remarkable even by 
their standards, criticising 
the SBS with unseemly 
haste which stunned us all 
at this station. 


The Daily Mirror called it 
an outrage and an SBS 
backdown, quoting Apia 
president Joe Prestia’s 
wish for a government in- 
quiry into the SBS. 


The Sydney Sun spoke 
of some mythical cold war 
between the SBS and 
Apia, while the Sunday 
Telegraph hit deepest be- 
low the belt with a claim 
that some sort of personal 
disagreement between 
the SBS and Apia coach 
Rale Rasic has been the 
reason why Lambert Park 
has not been a match of 
the day venue. 


Well in a moment the 
truth behind how and why 
Lambert Park suddenly 
became a match of the day 


venue, but first why it 
hasn't been so until 
yesterday. 

At an ideal — or even 
acceptable — venue 


match of the day utilises 
four’ cameras. Three of 


them shoot towards the 
pitch, away from the sun. 
Two of the main action 
cameras are elevated, 
either high in the stand, on 
a scaffold or on the roof. 
One camera is placed on 
the touchline around the 
half-way mark for player 
closeups, cutaway shots 
of the coaches, substi- 
tutes and the crowd. 

The fourth camera is 
high behind one goal, 
used mainly for replays of 
goalmouth incidents and 
occasionally crowd shots. 


No Room 


At Lambert Park such 
an arrangement is im- 
possible because of the 
unusually small and 
tight nature of the sta- 
dium. The main stand on 
the Marlon Street side 
overlaps the pitch. The 
roof cameras would not 
be able to cover the area 
nearest the touchline. In 
addition there is simply 
no room between the 
touchline and the spec- 
tator fence to place even 
one camera. 


Consequently, the 
cameras have to be 
placed on the opposite 


side and pointed into the 
sun, highly undesirable for 
technical reasons. And 
even then there is very 
little room in which to put 
them. 

The 


two elevated 
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cameras yesterday were 
placed on the small VIP 
stand, the roof of which 
also overlaps the pitch. 
And again there is not 
enough room on_ the 
ground between stand 
and pitch for the ground 
camera. So that camera 
had to be placed partially 
inside the coaches 
dugout. 

That camera could not 
revolve _ sufficiently to 
cover all aspects of the 
ground. So an additional 
roving camera was 
needed to ensure that the 
entire touchline and cor- 
ner flags were covered 
and that reverse angle 
shots of the coaches ben- 
ches could be taken. 

And, in addition, a 
cherry picker was needed 
to sufficiently elevate the 
camera behind goal. 

These inescapable 
technical factors it seems 
have been unconvincing 
to some parts of the Syd- 
ney press who, all year, 
have harboured  suspi- 
cions over the legitimacy 
of the argument that Lam- 
bert Park was technically 
unacceptable. 

To be fair to Apia presi- 
dent Joe Prestia, he never 
doubted them. So in the 
middle of last week, with 
Apia wanting to celebrate 
its championship and to do 
the right thing by its spon- 
sors, Prestia asked the 


SBS if it would consider 
covering the South Mel- 
bourne game as match of 
the day.

It leaves the onus on the 
club to ensure ‘hat their 
facilities are suitable for 
television.

United nearly a decade ago Graham Heys was de- 


stined to be noticed.

Nine years on and Heys 
is still in the thick of the 
action some three clubs 
and many games later. 

The curly mop has 
gone, as has some of the 
cheek he gave many a de- 
fender. 

But he remains a regular 
first choice for his latest 
club Melbourne Croatia, 
and his efforts this season 
have been very much a 
part of the rise of Peter 
Ollerton’s previously trou- 
bled outfit. 

He'll still treat the crowd 
to some fun when the 
situation dictates and, by 
his own admission, he still 
loves a joke. 


He has been both the 
perpetrator and the butt of 
many ‘jokes’ with team 
mates over the years. 


That’s Heys’ way, and a 
reason why the man de- 
serves a few more acco- 
lades than he’s received 
down the years.

another, to stimulate one 
another, to bring the best 
out of one another. 

Calls to revert back to 
State Leagues would re- 
duce the skill displayed in 
our club Soccer and limit 
the development of indi- 
vidual players. 

That is so blatantly ob- 
vious that it is amazing that 
so many people still seek a 
return to old times, or so 
called super leagues. 

it is hard enough to form 
one ‘‘super”’ league in this 
country, let alone three or 
four. 

Money just has to be 
found to support a truly 
national league. 

Money can be found. It 
is there. 

Money can bring in top 
stars on a _ permanent 


basis, such as Vicente 
Estavillo. 
Imagine our national 


league with say 30 players 
in it with the great ability of 
Estavillo, players whose 
whole game is based on 
skill and intelligence.

The thing that struck me 
was the absence of the 
physical aggression that 
dominates our Soccer. 


The higher the level you 
go in Soccer the stronger, 
faster, braver and general- 
ly more physically en- 
dowed are the players. 

That is one of the reaons 
they are at the top level. 

They have the capability 
to produce more physical 
mayhem than even we ex- 
perience in Australia. 

Top players tackle 
harder than those at a 
lower level. 


The restriction on them, 
however, is the level of skill 
against which they play at 
the top level. 


Brilliance 


In the 1982 World Cup 
the skill was brilliant, in- 
dividually and as a 
teams. 

Teams were picked to 
use this skill, not predomi- 
nately to stop other play- 
ers and other teams from 
playing. 

There were great defen- 
ders on view, but their 
greatness did not come 
from their ability to kick 
players off the park. 

They could play football. 

Many could play just as 
well as midfielders and 
strikers. 

| imagine they took pride 
in this ability along with the 
ability to defend well. 

How can our players 
obtain such ability? 

One way is by copying 
the play of great and skilful 
players. 

If there were sufficent 
highly skilled players in our 
national league their effect 
would change the trend of 
skills and style in our 
games, away from physi- 
cal dominance toward a 
game relying more on 
creativity and intelligence. 

Vicente Estavillo on his 
own will not change the 
face of Australian Soccer. 

Neither will a domi- 
nance of British emphasis 
on Soccer cracking in Aus- 
tralia.

PVE just got back from 
the United Kingdom 
and one of the enlight- 
ening visits was to 
Liverpool Football 
clubs.

Liverpool training ground. 

One thing that strikes

| learned about width, 
depth and penetration in 
attack; pressure, cover 
and balance in defence. 

| learned to organise a 
back four in defence, how 
to open it out when in pos- 
session of the ball; how to 
bring about early support 
for front players, how to 
create space for an attack- 
ing full back, how to restrict 
space by a defender, how 
to set up a ‘‘wall”’, how to 
take advantage of set 
plays. 

| gained so much know- 
ledge of the game of 
Soccer. 

It did not  significently 
help me to turn with the ball 
better, head it better, drib- 
ble with it better, receive it 
better, curl the ball better, 
or generally greatly im- 
prove my individual 
technical skill. 

That is not the emphasis 
in the British coaching sys- 
tem, or that which, to date, 
has applied here.

ONCE again | am writing to you but this time on a 
rather different note, because as an ex-coach | 
feel that it Is my duty to express my opinion and 
views on the stalemate in our soccer. 

Another year has just gone by and during its 
course | watched various teams competing In the 
National and State Leagues. Really it was disappoin- 
ting to watch these teams displaying such a poor 
standard of play. 

But the most disappointing part to me Is the way 
soccer Is reported by the media. 

We are not reporting the game in its proper 
Perspective and not giving the public the correct 
analysis, how we are playing and where we are 
going. 

Very often we hear the boasting of some over- 
rated players, who after all are highly paid to perform 
their duty and who are not delivering the goods. 

ARE WE REALLY PROGRESSING? | am disap- 
pointed at a club level with the progress of the game, 
bearing In mind that In 1957 some 7000 specators 
regularly watched soccer at Arlington Oval. After all, 
it is the specators that determine whether the media 
will report the game In a page, a column or just a 
Paragraph. 

Thirty years ago we had 30,000 spectators watch a 
club game and the press ran special Inserts covering 
the game, Its players and officials. 

Why was all this allowed to disappear and how 
long do we have to wait for its restoration? Again 
honestly have we really progressed? 

Running without orientation Is the only progress 
we have made, and what a waste of energy. Needless 
to say that the man of today Is stronger than the man 
of yesterday, he runs faster, swims better, lifts more 
weight and also jumps higher and longer. 

There is no reason to think that this man who ex- 
cels, this athlete, does not live In soccer. But to run 
faster without the individual technique, without the 
collective tactical understanding will lead our soc- 
cer nowhere. 


My perception Is that we are playing a soccer well 
different from the rest of the worid, a soccer which 
demands a new ruling and a new direction. You could 
have judged it by the way we played against better 
technical teams in the President Cup, the like of 
Egypt and South Korea. 


And our last mediocre performances In the Tas- 
man Cup. Let us have no pretences we will be left 
behind. We will not see World Cups unless we think 
seriously about adopting our own pattern, our own 
style and our own character in the game. 

Soccer has been wrongly considered a scientific 
game, a sport which Is precise, where truly one must 
study very hard to reach something good. 

But to me soccer Is one of the most simple, easiest 
games in the world. Let us keep it that way. | firmly 
belleve that all players must be involved at all times 
in a game and every player must be mobile and able 
to score goals. Hence ALL ARE STRIKERS AND ALL 
ARE SWEEPERS. 

1 sincerely point out that my remarks are not in- 
tended to be offensive, but perhaps useful to the 
betterment of the game. What do you think? Is it not 
food for thought for our officials, coaches and 


press?

NSL PLAY-OFF CHANCES 


THE statistics fail to suggest a winner between Brisbane Lions and Adelaide 
Hellas when they contest the National League promotion play-offs next 
month. 

Lions have a far from impressive record in Adelaide while Hellas’ perform- 
ances in Brisbane during their 10 year stint in the NSL certainly don’t indicate 
they are good travellers. 

The two clubs will meet in home and away matches next month to determine 
the team to go into next season's West End NSL. 

Under dates issued last week by the Australian Soccer Federation, and agreed 
to be the Queensland Soccer Federation but rejected by the South Australian 
Soccer Federation, the first game in the promotion series will be played in 
Adelaide on Sunday October 11. 

The return between Lions and Adelaide has been scheduled for Brisbane on 

. Sunday, October 18. The grounds of South Australia’s complaints obviously is 
that they wanted the home draw last. 

Were a Victorian team involved in the series, that side would have played 
Lions in Brisbane on October 21, host Lions on October 28 and play Adelaide 
Hellas in Adelaide on October 14 and in Melbourne on October 25. 

If the statistics are a guide, Lions will have to improve their performances in 
Adelaide if they hope to score a vital two points, or even a draw, in the opening 
series match at Hindmarsh on Sunday, October 11. 

In 10 years in the NSL, Lions travelled to Adelaide for league matches on 18 
occasions (nine v Westad and nine v Adelaide City). Of those 18 games, Lions 
went home victorious only three times, and only one of those against Hellas. 
Five of the 18 ended in draws. 

Lions’ best win was in Adelaide in 1978 when they beat Adelaide City 4-1. Their 
best result against Hellas at Hindmarsh was a 3-1 victory in 1981. West Adelaide’s 
best performance against Lions was in 1977 when they thumped the Queenslan- 
ders 5-1. 

West Adelaide came to Brisbane 18 times for league matches (nine v Lions and 
nine v Brisbane City) and went home with both points on four occasions while 
the points were shared four times. But Hellas has only beaten Lions twice, with 
both results in the first three years of the old PSL. West Adelaide beat Lions 4-1 
in 1977 at Perry Park while their worst defeat in Brisbane was a similar defeat at 
the hands of Brisbane City in 1982. 

The last time Lions and Adelaide Hellas met was on August 17, 1986, when 
both clubs were fighting for NSL survival. Lions won that clash 2-1 but finished 
the year in 15th position under the selection criteria when the axe fell behin

FORMER England striker Bob Latchford and Queensland Soccer legend Jim Hermiston were 
rated this week by retiring Taringa Rovers XXXX League coach lain Kesson as the best players 


he has seen in 20 years of Brisbane football. 


Kesson announced his retirement after Taringa’s recent final round 1-0 loss to premlers

“Ad he was the most successful guest player the 
club ever brought out because his style suited Lions at 
the time and to a certain degree Australian soccer. And 
he got what he was paid for — goals.”
